So their leader Mo.« .es has not 
been described as a great military chieftain, or an 
empire-builder or a powerful |idnunistrator Rather he 
IS the Law-giver. the man who went up into the moun 
tain alone and who, having returned, brought with him 
The Law, the Ten Commandments. 


The Fiv e Ro o ks o f Mo ses, the Bentateuch. has

Old Testament, when ro nsidered in the co ntex t o f 
their times, are eno rmo usly pro g ressiv e. They are

Each century, each generation, we m ake some 
progress toward the good life.

churches that rem ain will be full and during Passover,

Out of the Passover, the holy day of liberty, cam e 
Easter, the holy day of Resurrection ,\nd apart from 
the relationship of Easter to .lesus, the idea of Pass- 
over and E aster is not too distant. 


E aster teaches thit there is no death, that life 
•n d hopes are eternal. The snow and frost of win­ 
ter freeze the ground Into miserable bleakness. 
But soon the grass is green ev^en under the snow

and crocuses appear and the birds become so 
very husy. And then come tulips and daffodils and 
the ferns seem to be pushing up their little, twisted 
heads 
and 
the 
robins 
arrive 
to 
awaken 
the 
morning. 


It is .spring. What ha.s been last year is this year 
The leaves had fallen off the trees and the trees were 
stark and cold and naked, but now little buds appear 
and they will soon flower into apple and cherry and 
all sorts of beautiful blossoms to perfume the air and 
to remind the world that there is no death, that life 
IS eternal and everlasting, that winter is a prelude to 
spring. 
And on Passover and E aster one thinks of life and 
death, of freedom and resurrection, and even in these 
days of the atom bomb and Sputniks, human lite is, 
by God’s grace, as it ever was, a struggle for freedom, 
i hope of eternity.

Tho Eisenhower administration, in rejecting 
the Soviet Union's latest demands for immediate 
suspension of nuclear weapons tests, and brush­ 
ing off as propaganda Moscow's claims that it 
has already done so. has temporarily calmed the 
nerves of many Washington observers who felt 
the attitude of the U S. was softening 
There had seemed less insistence recently 
that termination of nuclear testing must also 
include a ban on the manufacture of such 
weapons. There were signs that influential mem­ 
bers of the Executive Branch of government 
were slowly swinging to the position that it 
might be better to concede certain issues in 
order to end the disarmament stalemate. 
Those who became alarmed over this appar­ 
ent changing attitude are convinced that to 
retreat from the original IL S. demands would 
be like giving candy to a child 
The more con­ 
cessions the U. S. made to the SovicT Union, the 
more the Kremlin would demand. 
There would he only one point to the U. S. 
making concessions. That 
would be on 
the 
assumption that the Soviet Union would follow 
suit by reducing its own demands. Those within 
the State Department who oppose the idea of 
concessions have learned from experience that 
Moscow 1 does not play the game that way.” 
None of the voluminous correspondence 
from the Kremlin to Washington has contained 
the necessary element of .sincerity. The fart that 
Moscow releases the contents to the world before 
Washington even receives it is proof that the 
only purpose is propaganda.

Thus, in these festivals of resurrection and free 
dom 
the two great religions of Western civilization 
and as one might **v 
are jointly remembered 
my those who worship and who love tradition. 


Passover is the festival of freedom 
It marks 


the revolution of the Jewish slaves in Fgvpi. men. 
women and rhildren. wh< under the leadership of 
Moses crossed from E*vpt into the desert and 
wsndenng 40 years, molded themselves into a 
nation that settled in Canaan, in what is now 
Israel and Jordan, and there established a separate 
and distmrt nations! existence. 


This particular feaT was not extraordinary. 
In 
those time* many entire nations moved from one place 
to another and were either destroyed in battle or were 
absorbed by their environment or established them­ 
selves as a power. 
The Hebrews were originally a 
.shepherd people out of l r of Chaldea who had settled 
in Canaan, then went to Egypt where they achieved 
distinction, afterwards suffering humiliation and slav­ 
ery, and then rebelling under a forceful leader and 
escaping the wrath of the oppressor.

people 
had 
something more to their 
strength. 
They had an ideal 
a belief, a hope. 
It is 
that which has kept them alive even to this day when 
many of their neighbors have disappeared into the 
limbo of forgotten peoples 
This ideal was the belief 
in God and His Law. So their leader Moses has not 
been described a* a great m ilitary chieftain 
or an 
empire-builder or a powerful administrator. Rather he 
is the Law giver, the man who went up into the moun­ 
tain alone and who. having returned, brought with him 
The Law. the Ten Commandments. 


The five Books of Mofce*. the Bentateuch. has 


become not only the law of the Jews hut in its 
moral connotations, the law of the Christians and 
of Islam as well. The social implications of the 
Old Testament, when considered in the context of 
their times, are enormously progressive. They are 
an index to freedom and to the dignity of man and 
although renturies pass before men are sufficient­ 
ly mature lo recognise the wisdom of an orderly 
life, areording to God* 
Law, 
nevertheless the 


guide is in our possession and we could move in 
the right dirertion were there a will for righteous 
living. 


Each century, each generation, we make some 
progress toward the good life. There are years when 
the strides are greater than in other years, but we are 
never altogether lost, for the Eternal Light never 
falters. 
This even the Russians have learned. They made 


a cull of Bezbozmki. of the godless, but on Easter the 
churches that remain will be full and during Passover, 
frightened Jew s will say. L'shono Habah B Jerusha- 
laim, next year in Jerusalem 
Out of the Passover, the holy day of liberty, came 
laster, the holy day of Resurrection And apart from 
the relationship of Easter to Jesus, the idea of Pass­ 
over and Easter is not too distant. 


Easter teaches thfct there is no death, that life 


and hopes are eternal. The snow and frost of win­ 
ter freeze the ground into miserable bleakness. 
But soon the grass is green even under the snow 
• 


and crocuses appear and the birds become so 
very busy. And then come tulips and daffodils and 
the ferns seem to be pushing up their little, twisted 
Heads 
and 
the 
robins 
arrive 
to 
awaken 
the 


morning. 


It is spring 
What ha* been last year is this year 
The leaves had fallen off the trees and the trees were 
stark and cold and naked, but now little buds appear 
and they will soon flower into apple and cherry and 
all sorts of beautiful blossoms to perfume the air and 
to remind the world that there is no death, that life 
is eternal and everlasting, that winter is a prelude to 
spring. 
And on Passover and Easter one thinks of life and 
death, of freedom and resurrection, and even in these 
days of the atom bomb and Sputniks, human lite is, 
by God s grace, as it ever was, a struggle for freedom.
